Slip Ware 

Cases C to E 

Two principal groups are found, the body in both consisting of 
red or buff clay, glazed with a lead glaze which, in some cases, 
is stained with metallic oxides so as to give a considerable 
variety of colour. 

In the one group the decoration, when present, is carried out 
by incised patterns or by ornaments of applied clay, whilst in 
the other a liquid “ slip ” of another clay, of about the consistency 
of cream, is applied to the surface. This applied clay may be 
either scratched through so as to give a pattern, initials or date, 
or combed over so as to give a marbled appearance, or it may 
be trailed or dropped on so as to form a pattern or picture. In 
some cases the body is composed of two intermingled clays which 
gives an agate appearance. 

These wares were made in various parts of the country, Stafford¬ 
shire, Wrotham, Tickenhall, London (Metropolitan), Derby 
(Cock-pit Hill), and probably other places. The art persists up 
to the present time, and some modern pieces are included in the 
collection.

The term stoneware is applied to a clay body which has been 
fired at a high temperature and become partially vitrified. It 
is very often salt-glazed. 

In the Middle Ages large quantities of stoneware were imported 
from Germany, chiefly in the form of flagons which were in 
common use in the ale-houses and were known as Bellarmines 
or Greybeards, from the mask which appears on them, repre¬ 
senting Cardinal Bellarmine (1542-1621), who was an unpopular 
opponent of the reformed religion. Similar jugs were subse¬ 
quently made at Fulham, and it is sometimes possible to 
distinguish these from the Rhenish ones. The later Fulham 
productions generally consist of brown stoneware jugs and mugs, 
often decorated with hunting scenes in relief. A superior stone¬ 
ware was made at Nottingham from 1700 to the beginning of 
the 19th century. Similar wares were also made in Derbyshire 
and other places.

Salt glaze (by which is meant the Staffordshire salt glaze) was 
introduced into Staffordshire towards the end of the 17th century. 
The body was at first of a buff colour, but by the introduction 
of white Devonshire clay and ground flint it was converted into 
a fine white ware. The decoration of the earliest period consisted 
of relief ornaments stamped or sealed on pads of clay which had 
been applied to the piece, but the bulk of the pieces were cast 
in moulds, which at first were made of brass or “ pitcher " 
ware, but later of plaster of Paris. A little later these ornaments 
were touched with blue or purple; later still the designs were 
incised and filled in with powdered cobalt: finally enamelling 
in colours was extensively indulged in. Salt glaze was superseded 
by the newly-discovered cream ware towards the end of the 
18th century. 

Whilst the bulk of the salt glaze was made in Staffordshire, some 
was manufactured in Liverpool and Swansea and possibly 
other centres.

Cases P to R 

The brothers Elers came to England in the train of William III 
and settled in Staffordshire in 1690. They made an excellent 
red ware which was generally decorated with stamped ornaments 
of the same clay. These wares were copied by others, but the 
clays were not so carefully levigated and they can often^be 
distinguished by their inferior technical excellence. 

John Astbury is believed to have been employed by the Elers 
and to have filched their secrets. He employed the same red 
clay and method of decoration but the ornaments are composed 
of white clay, the whole being heavily lead-glazed. His figures, 
which are composed of two differently coloured clays, are 
amongst the most valuable and rare specimens of English 
pottery. 

Thomas Whieldon commenced business in a very small way at 
Fenton Low at some period prior to 1740. He made, amongst 
other things, imitation agate knife handles for the Sheffield 
cutlers. In 1754 he became partner with Josiah Wedgwood, who 
was then 24 years old. They produced agate and tortoise-shell, 
and later on pineapple and cauliflower wares. Similar wares were 
produced by other potters and as it is impossible to differentiate 
their productions, it is usual to classify them all as Whieldon 
ware. In 1760 Wedgwood started on his own account and 
perfected the cream and Jasper wares which have made his 
name famous. 

Pot works have existed at Jackfield from very early times, and 
the generic name “ Jackfield ” has been applied to a class of 
wares made of a red clay covered with a lustrous black glaze, 
and often ornamented in relief. Some of these show remains of 
oil gilding, or are painted in oils. Black ware of this kind was 
freely produced throughout the potteries, and it is now thought 
that many of the best pieces may be ascribed to Whieldon.

Lustre wares were produced in Staffordshire, Brislington, Leeds, 
Sunderland and Swansea. Gold, silver, platinum and bronze were 
used in their preparation. In Resist Lustre the pattern is 
painted on the ware in some substance soluble in water. The 
whole is then lustred over, and the piece placed in water; the lustre, 
which is mixed with a resinous material, resists the water, and the 
pattern is washed off, leaving it white on a lustre ground. Lustre 
decoration is often associated with printed and coloured designs. 

A small factory was established at Isleworth in 1760 by 
Shore and Goulding. Many of their pieces were made of a choco¬ 
late-coloured clay after Oriental models, and the initials of the 
firm are often stamped on the base.
